Washington, March 18.— The event of 
th« ivy Ih official drolei was the iaaue 

of an ordfr for the formation of a new 
gquddron of uuvul veaaels to be sta- 
tioned at Hampton roads. 

The squadron In thf beginning will 
consist of five ahlpH, all the best of 
their types Two of them, the battle- 
ships Massachusetts and Texas, are 
withdrawn from the preaedt North At" 
lantic fleet at Key West and Tortiig;i». 

The formation of the new sqiiaxiion 
was brought about by purely strategic 
considerations, although it appears 
from the nature of the force so far un- 
der orders to rendezvous at Hampton 
roads that this strategy Is of a defen- 
Bivo iiutwrr. 

In place of the cruiser New Yorli the 
people of Key West will look upon the 
grim outlines of the big monitor Puri- 
tan, supposedly the most powerful ship 
in smooth water in the whole world. 
She will have to assist her oa guard 
the dottble-turreted monitor Mlahtono- 
mah and the monitor Amphltrlte. 

The order in the end will result In 
the galheriiiR of the k of the North 
Atlantic squadron at Hampton roads 
The point Is said to be the best stra- 
teflcally on the Atlantic coast It la 
almost centrally located and the shipn 
from that point can rrach any portion 
of the coast In short order, TNhich is re- 
garded as desirable, since no one can 
tell Just where a flotilla of torpedo de- 
stroyers or a fast cruiser may turn up 
with hostile Intent to attack a town. 
C«ao>mMder Not Solooted. 

It Is cnnoUnced that the commander 
of the new squadron has not yet been 
selected, and pending that selection or 
the arrival in poit of Admiral Sirard. 
it is expected that Ctpuln Higgiuson. 
the commander of the battleship Mas- 
sachusetts, and the senior officer, will 
hold the command of the squadron. 

Remaining at Key West after the de- 
parture of Lue Massachusetts and the 
Texas, Admiral Sicard will stlil have a 
fleet of his Own In numbers, when the 
sp»ctacle will be presented of a fleet 
and a squadron on one station, some- 
thing not seen since the civil war. 

The monitors which it is deigned to 
send to Key West are said to be well 
fltted for the service. Owing to their 
light draught of from 15 to 16 feet they 
will be ttble to navigate safely the shal- 
low waters of the Florida coast, and 
will not be obliged, like the Iowa, to 
He six miles out at sea from Key West 
to secure water enough under her keel. 

The gunboat Helena reported to the 
department that she had «alled from 
Funcbal. Madeira, for Key West to Join 
the squadron, and It Is now said that 
^ It has been definitely determined to 
bring the battleship Oregon around 
South America to Key We.st. 

The Spanish minister called at the 
state department at 8 o'clock and re- 
mained with Judge Day somethlng_over 
an hour. Both parties to the confer- 
ence were extremely reserved at Its 
conclusion. It is understood, however, 
that It dereloped no new pha.'-'w, but 
was A general Ulk, in which pacific as- 
surances were exchanged and a hope- 
ful Tiew of the situation exprecsed.

The semi-official statement given out 
at Madrid, advancing the government 
view that a demand for Indemnity 
based on Spanish reBpolI^^ibllity for the 
Maine explosion would be indignantly 
repelled by Spain, attracited nnch In- 
terest !■ official circles. 

There has been little doubt for some 
time that Spain wan preparing for the 
contingency of an adverse report by 
tlM American court of inquiry, and to 
that end was preparing to anticipate 
and dtset ft by making dear tbt gov- 
erunjcnfB policy of standing by the re- 
port of the Spajiish commission. 

That body will llnd that the Maine 
disaster was due to accident resulting 
In Internal explosion. This was fore- 
shadowed In the advance uttMranccs of 
ftaptaln Peral, heed of the Bpaatsh 
commission, who stated publicly sev 
ernl days ago that the theory of exter- 
nal ekplteldfi was untenable.

Is the further statement from reliable 
sources that Spain has made it clear to

Intervention 
appear to be seriously entertained by 
Spain, and strong eiforts hare been 
made to avert it by showing that the 
condition of the reconcentrados did 
not warrant the step and also that it 
would threaten to end all prospects of 
further pneUio wotlatlons.

London, March 18.— Rear Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, In an Inter- 
Tiew. warady ndTocated an Anglo- 
American alliance as "a mor«e In the 
direction of peace and calculated to 
immensely develop trade." 

"Such an alliance," be added, "is nat- 
aral, and I believe the mere fact of its 
conclusion would deter others from at- 
tacking any Inadequately defended in- 
terests of cither country. 

"A decade hence, when, if she desires, 
the United States can have become a 
first-class naval power, and will pec- 
haps have adopted the policy of free 
trade, it might not be worth her while 
to undertake the responsibilities of au 
aliiaiico with Great Britain. 

"When America has built her navy 
the will be In a position to enforce her 
demands, which will not take her long 
now, with her enormous latent resour- 
ces and mechanical and engineering fa- 
cilities. 

"An Anglo- American alliance would 

be the most powerful factor in the 
world for peace and the development 
of commerce." 

Speaking of the possibilities of the 
United States going to war, Lord Beres- 
ford remarked: 

"If she ever does, no matter what 
may happen at tlie lieslniiing, she must 
eventually win because of the enthusi- 
asm and intense patriotism of her peo- 
ple." 

ANGLO-SAXON ALLIANCE 



I* Only a QueHloii ,or Time, Says the 

l.uuiliin Chrtinirle. 

London, March 18.— The iJaily Chron- 
icle, in an editorial on the growth of 
the Anglo-American alliance idea, ex- 
presses the conviction that It Is only a 
matter of time, but that it wouhl l)e tl;" 
greatest mistake to try to rush the 
movement. It says: 

"America does not need more help 
from us now than at any other time. 
She la superabundantly capable of 
meeting any occaaiou that may arise. 
She will have our friendly sympathy 
and neutrality in the Cuban question; 
and at this moment It Is dUBeult for us 
to offer more. 

"It Is quite cerUin that England 
would never allow the United States to 
be crushed by a combination of Euro- 
pean powws." 

Worked to Perfection. 

Perth Amboy, N. J., |^arch 18.— 
There was another successful trial of 

the submarine boat Holland in Staten 
Island sound. The vessel was sub- 
merged, and apparently worked to the 
entire satisfaction of Mr. Holland, who 
was In charge of her. While the hull 
was under water all the time, the tur- 
ret, which is about IS inches aliove the 
deck, remained above the surface, ex- 
cept for a minute or so, when the ves- 
sel disappeared entirely and came up 
again. 

The Wroeker* at Work. 
Havana, March 18.— It is hoped the 

wreckers will find tornpi< ns in the big 
guns of the Maine; and if this proves 
the case the guns can be s;ivicl. it 
otherwise, and the marine growth has 
ruined the softer steel of the cores, the 
breech mechanism can be used In oth- 
er guns. Another l-pounder and two 
of the three anchors, with their chains, 
all very valuable, were raised, and the 
swords of First Lieutenant of Marines 
CatUn and Lieutenant F. W. Jenkirs 
were recovered.

Philadelphia, March 18. — At League 
Island navy yard it was learned that 
the board of experts who examined the 
eight m<mltors have decided three of 
them are useless and can not be put in 
condition for service. The other five 
can be fitted out for harbor defense. 
The principal work required on them 
Is to lay new decks and make a few re- 
pairs to the machinery.

New York, March 18.— The following 
proclamation to the people of the Uni- 
ted States was Issued by T. Estrada 
Palma at the oflice of the Cuban Junta: 

The frequency with which there has 
lately appeared in the public press 
suggestions made by nialiclous or mis- 
informed Individuals that Cuba would 
ac( ept or coukl be forced to ace pt au- 
tonomy, or anything short oi inde- 
pendence, has impelled us to make a 
definite and final statement on this 
subject. 

From the first our motto has been 
"Independence or Death." We are 
now more firmly than ever determined 
to carry out our program. As we will 
not accept, we will not even discuss, 
tne proposals of autonomy. 

After three years of the most san- 
guinary, barbarous and uiirivilized 
warfare of modern time.;, laiiied on 
by Spain, r.'e are stronger than ever. 
It is for us, iKii for otliers. to say what 
will satisfy us. Our ideals and our 
national honor we can cimdde %0 the 
Keeping of ouiselves alone. 

I cannot think that the American 
people have forgotten the principle 
laid down in their own declaration of 
independence, nor can I believe that 
any true American can be found who 
would advise us to forsake the ideal 
of republican government for the mon- 
archical, even In its most elaborate 
form. 

There is no way to compel the Cu- 
bans to accept autonomy, except by 
force of arms. We have fought three 
years, not ap;alnst Spain alone, but 
against the whole world. Not a help- 
ing hand was extended to us; no coun- 
try gave us equal rights with Spain. 
Cargo** Were Seized. 

The right to arm ojr people by pur- 
chasing weapons in this country anl 
transporting them to Cutia is a liniii' il, 
but although engaged in lawful tralh( . 
we had to run the hloekaile to get 
from the.s(» shoies and ayaiii run the 
gauntlei in Cuba. Our sliips and car- 
goes were seized, subjected to delay, 
l)ut invariably restored by the slow 
and costly pro< ess of the law. 

Nevertheless we never faltered. We 
always appreciated the fact that the 
sympathy of the American people was 
with us. Spain has proven Impotent 
to compel us by force to accept au- 
tonomy. She nbw desires the aid of 
the United States to- compel us to ac- 
cept 

I cannot believe that the American 
people wou'd ever lend itself to the 
most treacherous and blood-stained 
monarchy of history for such a pur- 
pose. Shoiiid such prove to be ttie 
case, however, 1 declare in the name 
of the Cuban people in arms, that 
force alone can compel our submis- 
sion. 

We. who have seen hundreds Of 
thousands of nur race and families ex- 
terminated by slow starvation by a 
cowardly decre<^ of the most Inhuman 
commander of sanguinary Spain, will 
fight against anything but independ- 
ence, no matter who opposes us. 

If. unfortunately, this incredible 
proposal be carried Into effect, and 
American bayonets are arrayed 
against us In our struggle for freedom 
and in aid of the Spanish monarchy, 
we will fight on, sadly hut determined, 
and let history judge whether the van- 
quished had not a purer ideal of free 
institutions than tlie victors. 

In su<h case we will he extermi- 
nated, but future generations will a.nain 
take up our flag and our iispirations, 
and Cuba will yet be free. Nor will 
we ever agree to a truce until our In- 
dependence Is established. We will 
continue to fight as did the Americans 
under Jackson at the battle of New 
Orleans, even after the treaty of peace 
is signed, if it should be necessary. 

The Cubans cannot be convinced 
that the United States will ever try 
to force tis to remain under the Span- 
ish flag, hut 1 have deemed it my duty 
to appeal to the i;eiiernsity. the sym- 
pathy and the patriotism of the .\nier- 
ican people to tlie end that thev nv ■ 
understand the Justice and firmness of 
our demand tor complete Independ- 
ence. 

••■ator Proctor Bpoaks. 

Washington, March 18. — Senator 
Proctor made a statement In the senate 
of what he saw in Cuba i# ing his re- 
cent trip. It was not sensational fur- 
ther than the facts are sensational. It 
was a vivid picture of cruelty, desola- 
tion and death such as probably had 
never befcjr ' Iio-ii puitrayed in any 
legislative hall, and wa.s delivered with 
a calmness that was ominous. It proves 
that former pictures of misery in Cuba 
have not bem overdrawn.

The (lovernor Has Bp«>n Busy Since the 
Legislature Aiyonrned— Ttae Bi- 
ejrele Uw Killed. 

Fbankbort, Kv., March 10.— Governor 
Bradley has been hard at work all day 

examining: hills, and he evidently has 
his veto machine in tine working order, 
as be knocked out almost as many bills 
as he approved. Among the first that 
he votoed was one that will bring sorrow 
to the hearts of the il.OOO bicyclists in 
Kentucky, it being the Tracey bill requir 
ing railroads to carry bicycles as baggage. 
The other bills vetoed (o>daj art fol- 
lows : 

Hoase bill 218, providing that an ap- 
peal may he taken to the Court of Ap- 
peals in habeas corpus cases. 

Senate bill 86, requiring that Police 
Judges in second-class cities shall receive 
pay for holding examining trials. 

Senate resolution 10, providing pay for 
idiots during the time their committees 
allowed the five-year inquest period to 
elapse. 

House bill 64, amending Chapter U2, 
Article 4, Section 12 of the General Stat- 
utes, HO that the .'^^lieritTmay snuiinon by- 
standers for jury service when the panel 
ie exhausted. 

House l)ill 107, relating tO revenue and 
taxation and a uniform system of valua- 
tion. 

House hill HM, to legalize elections in 
certain graded comuion school districts. 

Senate resolution No. .s, providing that 
Circuit Clerks need not pay back to the 
State $5 fees collected in felony cases. 

House bill No. 1, known as the "resi- 
dent agents" bill, which requires ail fire 
insurance policies written in this State 
to b.' written by a resident agent. 

Tlie Governor vetoed House bill 47U 
to-day because of a glaring inaccuracy in 
the title of the bill. The title is "An .act 
to repeal Section 12, Article 1, Chapter 1 
General Statutes, which is Section 2,(i-'> 
Kentucky Statutes, entitled "Guardian 
and Ward." When looked up the body 
of the bill proposes to repeal Chapter 4*^ 
of tiie General Statutes, instead of Chap- 
ter 4. Ohapter4 relates to deaf and dumb 
asylums, while Section 2,025 of Kentucky 
Statutes relates to guardian and ward, so 
the inconiiatency made the veto neoee- 
sary.

Fkanki oRT, Ky., March M — .Iud;;e W. 
S. Pryor, Attorney-General Taylor and 
Judge W. H. Holt, representing the 
prison oflicials, and Senator William 
Goebel, representing the recently elected 
Penitentiary Commissioners, held a con 
ference this afternoon and decided to file 
at once an agreed case before Circuit 
Judge Cantrell as to the constitutionality 
of the Bronstoo Prison bill and the sub- 
sequent election of the Commissioners 
under its provisions. 

Tlie papers in the case will be prepared 
at once and argued before Judge Oantrell 
sometime next week, .\fter he passes 
on it an appeal will be taken to the Court 
of Appeals and it is probable that the 
matter will be finally dlapoied of In 
thirty days. 

The principal point relied on by the 
old officials is the fact that the bill pro- 
vides (or six-year terms for the Comiuii- 
sioners in face of the constitutional pro- 
vision limiting such officials to a foa^ 
year term.

|HB FRUIT OUTLOOK. 

Prospects 8plendi4 Per w Akiiteit Crop 
tke Coining Season— Berries 
NotSoOood. 

[It. I". Illllciimoycr In Bourbon News.] 

To this date nothing is injured and 
every chance the most favoring. Last 
fall was very dry, and as always under 
these circumstances every fruit and forest 
tree will bloom profusely, giving the ini- 
tial condition of full yield. 

The apple is the great staple fruit of 
the farm, and as we have had no crop 
since there is now no reason wliy tlie 
phenomenal yield of that year may not 
he repeated this. The stone fruits bear 
full year after year, but of course, after 
failure or scant crop, the capability of the 
trees in increased. 

If the present prospect be not blighted 
by untimely frost, or oold rains at the 
time of blooming, we may expect abund- 
ance and fine quality in peaches, plums 
and cherries. 

Last fall especially favored the grape, 
and of these we are comparatively cer- 
tain. 

The use of small fruits has wonderfully 
increased in Kentucky and few country 
homes but havestrawberries, raspberries, 
blackberries, currants and gooseberries. 
Now the prospect for these is not good. 
The blossom of the strawberry is formed 
in the fall, and a thing conceived and 
nurtured in poverty and distress has not 
the inherent vigor of that born of favor- 
ing conditions. These plants all showed 
distress under the glinting heat and 
draught of last fall, and it was perfectly 
evident then that save under the most 
fostering siirinu conditions the berry 
crop of 'US would not be as that of 'U7. 

The opinion is confidently ventured 
that the cominp year will he cornucojiian 
in the lartcest fruits and disappointing in 
the smaller ones. 

Present weather conditions do not 
favor, and the fruit crop of 1S!)4 was a to- 
tal loss by reason of the severe frosts be- 
ginning on March 2'>th after three weeks 
of charming weather, just as this. Should 
present weather long continue many ele- 
ments of danger are added, afi'ecting 
froits both large and small. In the 
spring of 1%',) peach trees were in full 
bloom about March 20th and the crop 
that year was exceptionally fine, but an 
early spring is rarely advaotageooa tO the 
fruit (Top of Kentucky.

THE NEW OPERA HOUSE. 



It will Be HudNBeljr Fitted Up, and Will 
Be • Big laprayea«it the 
Old Oae. 

M.'.ysville's new opera house will be a 
very handsome improvement on the old 
one. This will be especially trae of the 
interior arrangements. 

T le building will have the same front- 
age &i the old one, but will be a little 
wider in the rear. The total depth of the 
building wUl be 122 feet 

There will be a four-foot walk on each 
sid i of the building extending back to 
the stage, allowing a person to reach the 
(itaga without passing through the andi- 
toriam. 

Th? plans call lor an engine room in 
th ' fio it on the west side of the build- 
ing, atid a store room>OB the east side, 
with the main entrance to the auditorium 
between these two rooms. Kacli of these 
rooms will be Hi feet. 4 inches wide, 
while the main entrance will be 15 feet 
widd. The vestibule wUl be one step 
higher than the pavement. Folding 
doors will admit you to the foyer or 
lobby, which extends back, the floor 
gradually rising, about 24 feet to the 
aaditoriam. The ticket office will be on 
Y the right of the lobby, midway between 
the folding doors and auditorium. 

There will be an entrance from the 
foa^foot walk on the east, another ticket 
■ office just inside and a stairway leading 
(o t lie balcony anil gallery, for the colored 
people only, one half the balcony and gal- 
lery being intended for them. 

As yon reach the auditorium from the 
lobby, there is to be a stairway on your 
right, leading up into the balcony, thence 
to the gallery , by easy filghts of steps. 

The auditorium will be very hand- 
aomely fitted up and very conveniently 
amnged, with three exits on each side, 
opening out on to the four-loot walks. 

The plans oall tor t%ro private boxes, 
one on each side, near the stage, l^ach 
will have an entrance from the four-foot 
walks. 

The old stage was 47 feet wide and ex- 
. tended back 36 feet The newftage will 
1)6 much larger, as it will be m feet, 2 
inc hes wido and extend back Xi feet. 
There will be a small toUet room in each 

t corner at the back part ol the stage. 
•• The dressing rooms will be over the pri- 
vate boxes heretofore mentioned. 

From the stage floor to the ceiling it 
will be 64 feet. This affords abondant 
room for working the scenery by modern 
m»th)ds. The cartains and scenery wUl 



be slipped up and down instead of being 
rolled up or glided to one side. 

In front over the engine room, store 
room and main entrance will be an "en* 
tertainment hall" for dances, lectures, 
&c. This will be 28 by 44j feet in diim n- 
sions, and will be shut off from the audi- 
torium, balcony and gallery by a solid 
wall. There will be toilet rooms at one 
end of the hall, and over these there will 
be a "music gallery" for an orchestra, in 
cases of dances and other events. 

The bulkUng will have a very pretty 
front, with balcony. All in all, it will be 
a very handsome structure— one whiih 
the Washington Fire Company and the 
rest of our citisens can Justly be proud of.
